owners. 
The secession of Marshal 
Ser ra no from the Segasta party is con- 
firmed. 


Tiie man who endeavored to force 
Ills way into the garden of the sultan's 
palace at .Constantinople last Wednes- 
day and iiù the attempt wounded three 
soldiers^ was subseqUehtly shot. He 
was a Rotiiaanian. A demand for 
the surrender of the man's brother 
has been refused by the Roumanian 
representative. 


The insurrection in Kuskistan has 
not yet been quejled. Two powerful 
tribes have joined Abdul Avith 3 2,000 
men. The commanders of Ezeroum 
and Bagdad have been ordered to .send 
all available troops to Mosul. It is 
feared that the Persian Turcomans 
join the insurgents. 


On the return of thecmpcrorJWilliam 
from Alexandrov, Prince Bismarck 
presented to him a memorial demon- 
strating that it was absolutely neces- 
sary for Germany to support Austria 
against Russia in the east. 
The em- 
peror endorsed the resolution set forth 
in the memorial. 


In spite of the opposition of the 
radicals aJid the speech delivered by 
lOmilio Castelar, the negotiations for 
the marriage of King Allon.so to the 
Archduchess 
Maria 
Christina, of 
Austria, have been definitely con- 
cluded. The visit of the Due de 
Ossuna to Yienna is now but a mere 
ceremonial aíliiir. 


It is reported from Janina that the 
Albanians are arriving there daily 
with the object of fighting the Greeks. 
They are under the impression that 
.Janina has been ceded to Greece. 
Tiiey number already 0,000, and are 
amply provided with ammunition. An 
important embassy has arrived at All 
Kahy from the ameer of Afghanistan, 
bringing assurances of his fidelity. 


China news: The rebellion in Toi- 
suen is crushed. 
Ligunngsae, the 
leader, is still untaken. The family of 
Lieut. Materael was captured. The 
Pekin party removed the Emperor's 
relatives from office at a distant capital. 
Yakoob's three sons and one grandson 
were ordered castrated on account of 
connection with the Carhzar rebellion, 
the eldest, fourteen yearsof age, direct- 
ly, the others when old enough. 


The negotiations between Bismarck 
and Monsignor Roncetti, the papal 
nuncio, now in Munich, have been 
interrupted by the judgment in ap- 
peal in the case of Count Ledochowski, 
archbishop of Posen'and premier of 
Poland. Soon after his appointment 
by the late Pio Nono, he was tried 
and condemned for a violation of the 
Fa lek laws of May, 1803. He was one 
of the bishops against whom the 
whole force of the government was 
directed. The court of the last resort 
has now fined him 2,000 marks, or 
seventy days' imprisonment. The 
gist of the charge upon which he has 
been sentenced is the excommunica- 
tion of a priest who obeyed the Falck 
laws ivnd celebrated the rites of niar- 
miage without ecclesiastical authority.

With no purpose of writing an 
eulogy upon the late Warren Colburn, 
the writer yet wishes to boar this 
glight testimony to his worth and abil- 
ities.
